WRESTLING MATCH.

Contest Beiween Pritohots aund Mitchell
—Pritehieis Viotorious,

A wresiling mstch eame off vestorday alter-
noon, i the rear of Trimble's Hotel, on Penn
street, between Uzilo Prachets, s wellknown
New ‘;'nt'k athlete, snd Johm Mitohell, & niative
of lrelund, The srrangement for the match
hns been made }mb!ic lor savaral days, and a
large numbor of the “ianey” were in attend-
ance,, betting their “‘plles” on their friends,
and ﬂum‘cmi(:h inrelieving the uninitiated of their
gpure onsh,  About three o'clogk the comba
tante entered the ring, Pritchett is about six feet
in lLelght, well developea, and apparentiy a
gtrong und muscular man, while Mitchell {s some
six inches smaller, and, sithongh muscular, did
not exhibit the strongth ot his sntagouist. Upon
the contestants appearing in the ring, the odds
were freely given in favor of Pritchett (dve to
one), and a diffienity was experenced in gettmg
the bets taken even at that ngure, Beveral per-
gong, who were not gequninied with either party,
staked thelr money freely on the odds, but, as
the sequel proved, they lost their fanda
David wis nctetd ag second for Pritohard,
while Captain Mat. Stesl appoared as the
friond of Mitchell, The contestants were
in  excellent condition, obut before the
contest oommonered Prischett annovnowsd
to the audience thas he was workine on a “‘aure
thing,” and offered to bet one bundred dollurs
that the flirsy throw would resuit m his favor,
The offer, however. was not sceepted, when the
combatants staked the entrance money,
amounting to over three hundred dollars, upon
the result., The cootest then commenced, and
alter a slight parley, Mitchell selzed Pritchett
by the hesd, and endeavored to throw him for-
ward upon the ring, when Lis antagonist fell
heavily upon him, und succecded in winning the
first throw. Time; filteen and a half seconds,
After waiting for tén minutes the contest was
recommenced, but the superior agility and
strength of Pritchelt were again developed, and
be won the second time In nine and o half
geconds, When the reteres snnounced that
Pritchett had won the battle and the stakes,
which smounted to eight hundred and vy dol-
lars, n movement was ket on foot 1o raise a purse
for Mitchell, ind o & fow minutes & handsome
sum was collected, which was presceated to him
by Captain Steel. A number of the Independent
Police were on the ground, and sncceeded in
preserving good order, Sceveral members of the
sporting fraternity from a oistance were present,
and they appeared 1o be grearly interested in
the result. It was announced that a friendly
contest would take place during the present,
week. in one of our pablic halls, between several
well-known amateurs.— Pitlsburg Oommmercial, ith.

The College of Cardinals.
Transiafed rrom the French Journul Y La Presse.”
Petrucelll de la Gattion, member of the Ita-

lian Parlinment, publishes a series of letters, in
which he alscusses the probable conseguences
of the not distant deceaso of the actual Pope
Plus IX. Asio thatevent the Colloge of Car
dinals will bave to play tho principal part, the
following particulars will be read with mterest,
The Callege ol Unrdinals numbers at present
fitty-eight members, ol whom eighteen have hoen
nominited by Gregory XV and the other forly
by Pias 1X; twonty-five of them are (rom the
former and sotunl Papal territory, fiftesn irom
the provinces of Italy, eighieen from foreizn
nations, viz, elght Frenchmen, fyve Uermuus,
thres Bpeniards, one Belgwan, and one Por-
tugnese,

The semiorof the college Is Unrdinal Matiel
(nominuted m 1882); bot vhe aldest memboer ns
Lo bis agre is Cardingl Alsmede ¥ Brea (born in
1781); ntter him come Ugolint Bellict (bora in
1785}, and Sycitowskl (Dborn In 1755). These
cardinals, and some ol those who in ags come
next 10 them, alho s certsin number of enrdinals
ol foreign (uot ltnlian) origin, in cese the Pope
ghould spddenly die, will not aasist at tha con-
clave, and unless the present Pope zhould nomi-
nale eomo twelve or jourteen more cardinals,
only torly to forty-four cardinals are likely to
take part in the election ol ths next Pope,

The character of the two lnst Popes 1urnishes
somo revelations concerning the qualities of the
cardinals, Gregory XVI, who wus in eonstant
dread ol all liberal ideas, fllled the College of
Cardinals with resctionary members: Pius IX
although less influenced by this fear, was umi
open to suspicion of every kind ol capacities,
and theretore ulways preferved to besiow the
cardinal’s hav wpou simple-minded sand plous
eoclesiastics, or such us were believed ta be so.
Like the paradise of the saints, the College of
Cardingls was peopled by bim with “‘the poor
in mind.” The saints who have been bentited
by the pressnt Pope are geverally, like the
martyrs ot Japan, men withoutany cultare,

Sunilar principles guided him in his pomins
tlons of caroivals, with tue exception of toreign
wardioals, who are usually recommended and
presented by their respoctive conrts, Ia regurd
to this, Mus 1X, who 1n other things s necus
tomrd to Listen to the sdvice of Antouelil and
Merode, followe his own lpspirations. 1f on
such and sunilar ocosslons lie desives any ad-
vice, be addresses himsell 0 snme obscure
monks, of whom s% one ol h's chiel counsellors
i# mentioned Padre Precsilli, a very resotionnry,
narrow-minded, und fanstical Jesuit, who, how-
aver, passas for well imstracted, but whose Lead
is filled only with scholastic subtledes.

During the sighteenin century the Qollege of
Cordinnis nssumed a deliberstive churacter; in
the ninsteenth, it has become bureauvcrationl,
Ita political color is now decidedly black, snd it
is reactionary to such a degres that even Pius
1X e qousidrml by them sy revoluticnary,
The mujority of them are devoled to an exagge-
rated religious nusterity, There are smong the
curdinals only u few professionsl men, 88 for
example, Bofondi, who 1s & clever junst; COate-
rinl snd Do Lucea, who are considered good
oanonista; Dom Pitra, who is an oriental scaolar,
and D Pleiro, who has the roputation of greal
sugaciLy; us the best blshops are reputed Corm,
Rinrio, and DI Angelis,

The most narrow minded of sll is Monsignore
Carafla—the lenst considered, Grassollind, who
began his carecr asw police officer, Barnabo
and Guldl are said o be well versed in philoso-
phical matters, Antonelll passes for the ornfiest
of all, but of his scientitic instruction little ia
known, De Andrea 1 given out by his colleagues
6 crazy on sccount of bis coming from a family
of madwen. Bofondi, Guidi, Pietro, Mergel,
Pontine, Grasssllini, and Sylvestri wre, besldos

The least influentinl of all ia
eertainly the Frenth Ambwsndor. In all times
before ond nfter Louls XIV, tols wns the ones;
whether the Fronch diplomais show thomsolves
liveral or bigots, whathet' they tavor the politi-
cnl power of tne Pope under that of Italy, toe
Roman Court looks on toem with tho same
hatred and the sume suspicion,

But will there be any conclave at all as long
a6 it has 10 deltherate under the influence of a
forslgn srmy ! Rumor s s{;enkmg of n seorot
brief of the Pope Plus IX, by which, in contra-
diction with preseriptions winch have been ob-
sarved till now, he orders that instead of waiting
until after the usual nine Cave of mourning afte;
his desth, the Cardinals shal! immedistely pro-
ceed to the election of a new Pope, prowsente
eadavere (in presence of his corpse). 1f ls pos
sible that such 8 brief really exista, but probably
it will not be oarried out unless the Romans
shiould make gond their old privileges concerning
the election of & Pope and the adminlstration ol
the vacant Holy See. Otherwise, nothineg would
Justlfy such o hasty stop, und a Pooe elocted in
such baste would scarcely be considercd vald
according to the onnons, and certainly not to be
acknowledged by all the Europesn powers,
France wounld be justified in dectaring to the
newly electod Popoe, “You are the product of an
Intrigue, and in no manoer the elected of the
Catholic world,”

SBaveral times it has happoned that the French
Curdinnls, in presence of hasty prooceedings
before the election ot Popes, threatened to leave
the conclave. On the other hand, it Is perfectly
true that Papal bulls prohibit the election of n
new Pope in presence of & foreigo army. This
has heen oarried even so far thal when Alexan.
der V111 wus being elected, the Spamsh Uardi-
nals insisted upon, and carried their point, that
the Irench gnlleys which had brought the
Freneh Cardinals to Civita Vecchia, and on
nceount of stormy weather had remdined there,
should leave the port.

1t is not probable that the French army, which
still garnsons Rome, will so easily leave it on
that account, 1ts removal would aldo searcely
be desirable in the eyes ol those pious Monsig-
noyi who are afraid of nothing so much us to
lesve Rome to the Romans,

The Agawam Paper Miil Borned —Loss
#50,000.

The large briek paper mill at the station in
Mittinesgue, owned by the Agawam Paper Com-
pany, was destroyod by fire on Saturdsy, The
corigln of the fire ls upknown. The main body
of the building i3 & wreck, and all the valuable
machinery in it 18 destroyed, with the exception
ol the four rag engixnes, which are saved, but
considerably anmaged by the falling in of the
rool upon them. That portion of the ell of the-
building which containad the Fourdrinier mu-
chine, worth $12,000 or $15,000, was saved. The
entire paper stock on hand, to the amount of
about $20,000, was destroyed. The mill, at the
time of the fire, was running its full quota of
hands, employing some forty or fifty, The loss
is estimated at 0,000, Members of the comp-
puny think it will prove a much larger sum, Tlie
insurance upen the bullding, all in the agency of
K. B, Ladd, of this city, amounts to 335,000, an-
portioned as follows:—Fire and Marine of this
city, £10,000; Hampden and Massssoit of this
city, City of Hartford, Charter] Oak, and ZHtna
snd Hartlord, of Hartfort, Western Massachu-
setts of Pittsfeld, and Lonllard and Sacurity of
New York, $6000 each.—Springfield Republioan,
March 5.
